Report from Shanghai — Inspection of vessels — Cholera extinct. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom reports, October 20: 
During the week ended October 17 supplemental bills of health 
were granted to 3 steamships, with an aggregate personnel of 394. 
There were inspected 2 vessels, 158 members of crews and 21 steerage 
passengers. The effects of 41 native members of crews and of 3 steer- 
age passengers were disinfected. There were 41 members of crews 
bathed. Manifests were viseed for 2,282 pieces of freight. 

Cholera in Shanghai has disappeared, and the port is at present free 
from quarantinable disease with the exception of leprosy.

clearing for United States ports in good sanitary condition. 
There were no quarantinable diseases reported within this district

Report from Santiago — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — Improved 
sanitary conditions at Nipe Bay— House and, water-deposit inspection. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Wilson reports, November 12: 

Week ended November 7. Bills of health were issued to two ves- 
sels bound for the United States and Porto Rico. One vessel was 
fumigated to kill mosquitoes. 

No quarantinable disease was reported during the week. 

The conditions in Nipe Bay are so improved that the sanitary force 
has been withdrawn, leaving only one medical inspector. 

In Santiago this week there were 2,267 premises inspected. Larva? 
were found in 7. The sanitary force has been reduced.
